Kaiser’s Troops Are Decimated by 
French 
Guns 
aa 
Soon aa They 
leave Trenches. 


Paris, Oct. 25.— The eighth attack 
within five days against the French 
front in tile Forest of Givenchy was 
delivered by the Germans Saturdny 
night. 
It ended, as had tile seven 
that proceeded it, In absolute failure. 
Sanguinary losses were inflicted en 
the kaiser’s infantry by the French, 
who opened a devastating fire on their 
foes at the moment the Germans at­ 
tempted to leave their trenches. 
German barricades and field fortifi­ 
cations at various points in Cham­ 
pagne, in eastern France, and in lair* 
ralne were demolished Saturday night 
by an extremely heavy shell fire from 
the 
consolidated 
French 
field 
bat 
tories. 
The French directed their greatest 
effort against the positions southeast 
of Tahure, Champagne, 
where 
the 
German line forms a salient in tho 
French battle front. 
The bombard­ 
ment on this sector was particularly 
effective. 
The other sectors on which German 
field 
works were destroyed by tile 
French were those between the Meuse 
and the Moselle and the line in Lor­ 
raine between Embermenil and Dom- 
evre. 
The l in e 'plained artillery combats 
south of the river Somnte, near Ll 
bons and Heuvraignea, 
which 
h a v e. 
been In progress for weeks, became 
unusually violent Saturday night. All 
Indications tend to the belief that a 
general battle is being developed in 
that region.

“The Germans again attempted an

London, Ort. 2T>.—The Bulgarians, 
according to their official report, have 
rest hed Uskup, an important junction 
on the 8alonika-Nish 
railway, 
and 
have thus ’plai 
themselves across 
the route by which the a lilies’ rein* 
forceniont-s for the Serbs would travel. 
The Austro-Germans, in the north, 
have begun a more vigorous offensive 
and have crossed the Danube near 
Orsova. 
This brings much nearer the 
linking up of the armies of the Ger­ 
manic allies and those of Bulgaria, 
and the opening of the way through 
Bulgaria to Constantinople. 
Success is not being achieved with­ 
out heavy losses, as the Serbians, vet­ 
erans, well Intrenched in their moun­ 
tains, are offering stubborn resistance 
and are making the invaders pay a 
big price for every mile of country in­ 
vaded.

A good distance for planting stand 
ard pear trees is 15 by 30 feet; thrt 
is. the rows are 30 feet apart and the 
trees 15 feet apart in the rows. 
The object of this method is to ob 
fain larger crops of fruit from tho 
same ground until the trees become 
large enough to interfere with each 
other; then each alternate tree In tho 
row is cut out. leaving the trees iii the 
entire orchard at a distance of f.fi feet 
each way. 
This system has the advantage of 
more fully utilizing the land for fruit 
production until the thinning out be­ 
comes necessary. 
Another plan is to plant the trees 20 
feet apart each way. 
This distance 
will afford free circulation of air and 
abundance of sunlight, both of which 
are essential to welldeveloped and 
highly colored fruit.
